The Secretary notixl that the Chancellor vovAd be seeing Prixne lllndstsr 
Fanfani later in the <k,y* He cald he had dincu^ed the Prime Ministers visit 
to Moscow in Rome* Whet Khrushchev said to Fcr/nnl is vhat he said to the 
President and publiely aince early June. For <mr part ve h£re not sean r*ny 
plausible opening for pit>fi table negotiation in vlwt he has r^iid. He repeatedly 
states he wants negotiations but on his own proposals rather tlian Berlin cr,d 
Genaany as a vhole.

The Secretary then said that there is cne serious developaent which affects 
the fasndlirgof the Berlin question. Thla is the Bixorta issue. The Tunisian 
Gov^rnmont requost for** special msatlng of th* General Assembly ia catastrophic 
for the Western position on Barlln. We have dona everything possible in 
Tunisia and in Franca to gat the two parties to talk. We haw failed thus far. 
In the UK, the Communist Bloc, the Afro-Asians and some of, the Latin Americans 
»dll be oolidly against France and tha West as veil. This provides the > 
worst possible background for a UN discussion *** Borlin. % . .V If* however, 
negotiations are In prospect tha UN might prefer to give the parties Involved ."

Ha had found no sympathy on the question of making the timing of negotiations 
public. General de Gaulle believes we are in Borlin and that if the Soviets 
disturb us we will ahoot.
